Gentlemen,—In conformity with the provisions of an act of 
the Legislature of this State entitled “an act to define the du- 
ties of State Treasurer, and to establish his salary,” approved 
the 2d day of March, 1833,—I have the honor to lay before — 
‘your honorable body the following— 
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REPORT. 

Irisa source of some regret to your Treasurer, that he is 
unable to exhibit to your honorable body amore full and re- 
plenished Treasury, than the balances below seem to indicate: 
but I trust that upon a fair view of the subject, it will be seen 
that thesmallness of this balance is not so much the result of 
any radical defect in the revenue system, asit is owing toa 
variety of incidental causes. 

A very considerable increase and augmentation of the ex- 
penditures of the Government accrued during the last year, in 
consequence of the burthen of .a lengthy Convention, and the 
protracted session of the Legislature which immediately fol- 
lowed ìt, 

These extra and heavy expenditures, added to the fact, 
that there is a considerable portion of the Taxes of the year 
1832 still unpaid, will, it is hoped, account satisfactorily to 
your honorable body for the low ebb at which the Treasury at 
this time appears to rest. 

Connected with the financial interests of the State is that of 
the reyenue to be derived from the disposal of the Lots in the 
town of Jackson; a sale of about fifty of which was effected by 
the Commissioner in April last,in conformity with the provis- 
ions of the statute upon that subject, amounting to a sum but lit- 
tle short of twenty thousand dollars; one third of which wijl be 
-available to the State in April next, These aids, added to the 
assessments of the present year, (which will also be due on the 
first of May next) together with other incidental resources, 
which will no doubt be brought in requisition by the wisdom 
of the Legislature, will, it is hoped, sustain the Treasury in 
that reputable standing, for sound credit, punctuality, and 
good faith in her payments, which she has heretofore so uni- 
formly supported. 

Your Treasurer, therefere, deems it unnecessary and in- 
expedient at this time to exercise his stafutary right of reeom- 
mending to your honorable body any new subjects of taxation,or 
an increased taxation on subjects already taxed; believing as 
he does that the future condition of the Treasury will neither 
require or demandit.

The difference in the balances exhibited by the Auditor and 
Treasurer up to the 3rd day of March 1833, the close of the 
fiscal year, is accounted for as follows: Two Warrants No. 309 
and 310 drawn in favour of J. A. McRaven for the sum of 
‘Two Hundred and thirty-six dollars and fifty cents, were issued 
on the 27th day of February last and were not presented at 
the Treasury before the closeof the Fiscal year. Four warrants 
viz: No. 215 diawn in favour of G. H. Holliman for the sum of 
Forty nine dollars and eighty seven cents and a half, dated the 
athday of December last; No. 235, drawn‘in favour of A. H. 
‘"harlescraft forthe sum of two dollars, dated the 25th dayof 
December last; No. 286 drawn in favor of J. W. Thompson, 
ior the sum of two dollars, dated the 25th day of November 
last; No. 245, drawn in favor of H. D. Denny, for the sum of 
ally dollars, dated the 5th day of February last, amounting to 
one hundred and three dollars and eighty seven cents and a- 
half, were paidat the Treasury after the commen cement of this 
vear and before the close of the Fiscal year thereof. This last 
mentioned amount being deducted from the amount of disburs- 
inents made by the Auditor up to the close ofthe Fiscal year - 
1533, and the sum of two hundred and thirty-six dollars and 
“fty cents, being added thereto,will show a balance on his books 
of five thousand and thirty seven dollars and twenty-four cents, 
and one fourth varying only about the one fourth ofa cent from 
the balance exhibited by the Treasurer up to the same time. 
‘Phe difference in the balances between the Auditor’s and Treas- 
urers report, from the 4th day of March 1833, to this date is ac- 
counted for as follows: Two receipt warrants,to wit: No 16, 
dated the 2nd June 1833, in favour of John Slocumb, late tax 
collector of Franklin County, for the sum of thirteen hundned 
and seventy three dollars and twenty eight cents,the balance 
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due by him to the state on account of the State tax of said 
County, for the year 1832, and No. 23, dated the 27th day of 
September 1833, in favour of S. P. Shope late tax collector of 
Pike county, on account ofthe State tax of said county, for four- 
teen hundred and twenty-seven dollars and fifteen cents and 4 
have not been paid into the Treasury. Three pay warrants, 
to wit: No. 231, drawn in favour of Josiah N. Walton, dated 
the 14th day of November 1832, for the sum of twenty two 
dollars. No. 309 and 310, drawn in favour of Joseph A. Mc- 
Raven, dated the 27th day of February 1833, for the sum of two 
hundred and thirty-six dollars and fifty cents, have been paid at 
the Treasury since the 4th day of March, 1833; which several 
sums together with the difference between the balances exhib- 
ited in the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s report up to the close of 
the fiscal year,(which hasalready been explained,)being deduct- 
ed from the balance as a above exhibited, from the 4th day of 
March 1833, up to this date, reduces the amount to the sum of | 
seventeen thousand five hundred and twenty-seven dollars and 
seventy three cents, to which add forty two dollars, the amount ` 
of the pay warrant, No. 115,drawn in favour of F. Davis, dated 
the 19th day of August 1833 which has not been presented for 
payment at the Treasury, and it shews a balance remaining in 
the Treasury up to this date amounting to seventeen thousand 
five hundred and sixty-nine dollars and seventy-three cents, 
agreeing precisely with the balance as exhibited in the Treas- 
urer'sreport. Statement A. exhitits the balances due to and 
from the State;statement B shews the amount of each subject 
of taxation and the total amount of State tax due thereon, so far 
as the assessment returns have been received at the Auditor's 
Office, and statement C. shews the number of shares of Bank 
Stock owned by the State; also the number subscribed fos on 
acconnt of the Literary and three per cent Funds. 

The expenditures of the State during the present year do not 
exceed those ofthe past, whilst the amount to be paid into the 
Treasury from the various sources of Revenue, together with 
the amount now remaining in the Treasury, will at the close 
of the next fiscal year, presenta much larger balance ia the 
Treasury than that of this year. 

The balance now remaining in the Treasury would have 
been much larger but for the failure of several of the collectors 
ito pay in the amounts due by them. I can however offer the 
gratifying assurance that the amount is fully adequate to the 

> discharge of every just demand against the Treasury. 

Since the financial concerns of the State were placed under 
my supervision, I have dilligently examined the numerousacisin 
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‘elation to the Revenue Department, and having given them 
that consideration which the station I have the honor to hold 
strenuously enjoined upon me, I am induced to believe that the 
increased population and great influx of wealthin our State, in 
«onnexion with other sources of revenue place our fiscal con- 
cerns in such a flourishing condition,as to render it unnecessary 
to change at this Legislature, the present ratio of taxation. 

I would respectfully recommend to the considcration of the 
_ Legislature, the act in relation to the tax on Billiard Tables, 
and also the one in reference to venders of slaves: the for: 
mer of which should be so amended as to make it the duty of 
the Assessor or Collector, whenever a Billiard Table has been 
set up for play, forthwith to demand of, and receive from, the 
person or persons setting up, or causing the same to beset up for 
play, the sum of five hundred dollars. From the various acts 
passed in relation to Billiard Tables, it was evidently the inten- 
tion of the Legislature, that every one set up for play should 
pay a tax of five hundred dollars to the State. This intention 
of the Legislature, it appears, has been defeated, as the sum 
` of five hundred dollars only has been received during the 
last two years, on account of Billiard Tables; notwithstanding 
there were in all that time, upwards of tenin operation in the 
State. The act inrelation to vendors of slaves, should be so 
amended as to compel the vendor or vendors to enter intoa 
bond with good and sufficient surety, in the sum of one thous- 
and dollars, forthe payment of the tax on the sale of their slaves. 
This increase in the amount of their bonds, is, L conceive, all im- 
portant,as I have been informed by some of the collectors,that in 
many instaneesthe vendors would pay their bondsat the expira- 
_ tion of two months in preference to the tax due by them, be- 
cause the latter would considerably exceed the former. Accor- 
ding to my interpretation of the act of 1826, in relation to the 
revenue of the State, every person is considered a vendor of 
slaves who buys and sells them for a profit;and [have given in- 
structions to the collectors to demand of, and receive from eve- 
ry person engaged inthe traffic, a tax, of one per cent on the 
amount of their sales. Iam informed that many of our citizens 
engaged in the trade have refused to pay a tax, believing as 
they state, that they are exempted by the provisions of the act of 
1825, regulating sales of merchandize at auction, and for oth- 
er purposes. It is not my intention to draw from the hands of 
aby citizen atax which he ought not in justice to pay. My on- 
ly object is to act as a faithful sentinel to the Treasury and 
secure to its coffers, that which properly belongs to them. 
Should my construction of the law be sustained by the Legisla- 
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turc, I would respectfully recommend thatthe act be so amen- 
'ded, as to divest it ofany ambiguity it may be thought to po- 
sess, and obviously declare the liabilitity of every person bound 
to pay said tax. Severalof the Assessors, as will be seen by 
statement B, havefailed to present their returns within the time 
prescribed by law. Presuming that their failure has resulted 
from the unusual sickness which has so generally prevailed in 
the State during the present year; and not having received 
iheir commissions in time to commence an early assessment, 
and believing that their returns will be yet made, I would re- 
commend to the Legislature, to pass an act authorizing the Au- 
ditor to receive such returns and allow the Assessors their usu- 
al commissions, should the returns be made by the 15th day of 
January next. 

In pursuance of “an act toestablish a Planters’ Bank in the 
State of Mississippi,” I examined the Planters’ Bank at Natchez 
on the 6th and 7th instant. The books were submitted for 
my inspection and every facility afforded by the President and 
Cashier to give me acomplete view of its situation. 

I have the honor to report to the Legislature that the Bank 
has not violated any provision in its Charter, that the books are 
kept in a splendid and accurate manner, exhibiting at one view 
to the complete accountant a perfect knowledge of the condi- 
tion of the Bank. Dr. Gustine the President, and S. Sprague 
the Cashier, are gentlemen pre-eminently qualified for the sta- 
tions they hold, and indeed, every office attached to the Bank, 
appears to have been judiciously filled. 

The Capital Stock ofthe Bank on the 19th day of February 
1833, amounted to six hundred and ninety six thousand dol- 
lars.—Subsequently and before the first day of May 1833, 
she loaned, by borrowing from other Banks, and the payment 
ofa very small interest to individual depositors, with the circu- 
lation of the Bank in exchange and bills receivable, upwards 
cf two millions of dollars, with perfect safety to the Bank. Du- 
ring the present year the Bank andits branches have loaned 
aisix and twelve months about seven hundred and sixty thou- 
sand dollars. The branches made long loans to the full amount 
of the Capital paid in; it therefore became necesssary that the 
parent Bank should make short loans in order to meet any emer- 
gency that might arise and distribute the amount equally. On 
the first day of August last, and previously to the sale of the pre- 
sent Bonds, the Sinking Fund amounted to thirty one thousand 
one hundred and forty seven dollars and forty one cents, after 
paying the interest due on the first day of July last, on the first 
five hundred thousand dollars, which sum was loaned for twelve 
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months at the rate of ten percent. per annum on notes with good 
and sufficient surety. 

The State Bonds were sold on the 19th day of July last, at 
a premium of one hundred and ninety eight thousand seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, which givesa nett premium of one hundred 
and sixty five thousand dollars after paying all the interest due 
by the State on the sale of her bonds, up to the first day of Sep- 
iember last,and at the time of the delivery of the respective 
parcels subsequently thereto, and receiving interest due the 
State fromthe 19th day of July, the day on which the Bonds 
were sold. 

The State has now ten thousand shares of bank stock in the 
Planters’ Bank, subscribed and paid for, on which she will, in 
all probability, receive in January next a dividend of fifty 
thousand dollars, l 

On the first day of February next, the amount of the sales of 
the state bonds will have been paidin, when the State will have 
ten thousand additional shares of stock, making in all twenty 
thousand shares, on which she will receive on the first day of 
July next, a dividend of one hundred thousand dollars; which 
several sums being added to the Sinking Fund, and the inte- 
rest due on the State Bonds, up to the first day of September 
next being paid and deducted therefrom, will on that day leave 
in the Sinking Fund the sum of two hundred and twenty-six 
thousand one hundred and forty seven dollars and forty one 
cenis, leaving the expenses of the Commissioners, (which will 
amount to about five thousand dollars) to be paid. 

The Sinking Fund will thereafter, should the Bank declare 
a dividend of ten per cent per annum on its stock, increase 
eighty thousand dollars annually from the dividends of the 
Bank alone. On the first day of January 1841, it will have 
increased to one million twenty six thousand four hundred 
and seventy eight dollars. The first instalment of the State 
Bonds amounting to one hundred and twenty five thousand 
dollars, will, on that day become due, which sum being deduct- 
ed, will, on that day, leave in the Sinking Fund, a balance of 
nine hundred and one thousand four hundred and seventy eight 
dollars. Should the Legislature permit the Sinking Fund to 
remain undisturbed until the year 1871, and it should be loan- 
ed out at compound interest at the rate of ten per cent per an- 
num, it will then, if the Bank should declare annually a divi- 
dend of ten per cent on its stock, have amounted, after paying 

_the last remaining instalment on the State bonds, to the sum of 
twenty two millions four hundred and fifty four thousand and 


four hundred and forty nine dollars, 
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The growing condition of our state, its rapid increase in pop- 
ulation and wealth, enables us froma fair and reasonable cal- 
culation, to look through the vista of succeeding years to a pe- 
riod when we shall have reached the meridian of unclouded 
prosperity, and assume a stand equal in all respects to any 
of our sister states. To effect this great desideratum, our wealth 
should increase and our coffers be filled. The Auditor having 
examined the various sources of revenue most likely to produce 
a result so auspicions, has come to the conclusion, which he | 
would respectfully recommend to the consideration of the Legis- 
lature, that the capital stock of the Planters Bank, should be 
still farther increased to at least ten millions of dollars. This 
method I think would be the best and surest to increase the 
monied capital of our State. The people of Mississippi cannot 
be supplied with the one half ofthe amount of money they need 
and must have. The United States Bank has for some time 
been curtailing her discounts, and in all probability, will ina 
few years close business. The northern part of the State is in- 
creasing rapidly in population, the respectability and wealth of 
which, is not surpassed by any section of the State. They will 
soon need banking facilities which ought not to be denied 
them. 

The present capital of the Planters’ Bank will not enable her 
to supply the branch at this place, with the one fourth of the a- 
mount she will need; and the state will soon have a consider- 
able amount of funds arising from her stock in the Bank of the 
State of Mississippi, and the Literary Fund Stock, together 
with the dividends due thereon, which cannot be invested in 
Stock in the Planters’ Bank, owing to the whole of the Stock 
having been taken up. The interest and prosperity of the Plan- 
ters’ Bank, is identified with the interests of the State. She 
has grown under the fostering care of the Legislature, and the 
wise and judicious management of her able financiers; it only 
now remains for the Legislature to continue the helping hand, 
and all their favors will be more than reciprocated in the bounte- 
ousharvestofrich dividends. Hereunto appended,and marked 
(D) is an account current of the general balance of the Planters’ 
Bank to the 6th, instant. The item shewing the sum due to 
other Banks, may be said to be imaginary, as a considerable 
part thereof, is the result of the Bank having anticipated the 
payment of the several instalments due on the State Bonds, by 
checking on the Banks into which these payments were to be 
made—the checks at the time of their issue, having been 
placed to the credit of those Banks. When the Planters’ Bank 
shal] haye been notified of the actual payment of the several 
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instalments, the amount will be placed to the debit of those 
Banks, and the sum which now seems to be due to those Banks 
will be reduced. In like manner, a large amount of the Capital 
Stock of the Planters’ Bank, has been paid ‘into the Bank, 
charged with its transfer Office in Philadelphia, which has not 
as yet been charged to the account of that Bank, in conse- 
quence of the Planters’ Bank not having received a detailed 
statement of such payments. This sum has also been check- 
ed for and the amount appears to the credit of that Bank from 
the circumstances above detailed. From the general balance 
of the Planters’ Bank, it appears that that institution is largely 
indebted to other Banks when in reality they are largely indebt- 
ed to the Planters’ Bank. 

A part of the Town Lots have been sold at a price which 
has fully realized the anticipations of those friendly to the Town 
of Jackson. The next sale will take place onthe fourth Sat- 
urday of this month, at whieh time the lots will,inall probability, 
sell for a higher price than those did at the former sale. 

The Commissioners appointed by His Excellency the Go- 
vernor, toestimate the value of the 36 sections of land granted 
to the State of Mississippi by the United States for aSeminary 
of Learning, have examined those lands and estimated the value 
thereofexcept the N. W. l-tand S, W, 1-4 of section 28, 
ee 15, range 5 east,) and presented their report at my 
office. 

From the fact, that twenty cight of the sections were exami- 
ned by only two Commissioners and the Report of the exam- 
ination of the thirty six sections not having reached my office 
within the time prescribed by law, I was of opinion that the 
sale could not take place without further action of the Le- 
gislature on the subject. But believing that it will be to the 
manifest interest of the state, that the sections be now sold, and 
having been advised by the Attorney General, that I will be 
sustained by the.act, I have commenced the sale of the sec- 
tions which have been examined by the Commissioners, and 
shall continue the same until completed. Should your honor- 
able-body however, conceive that the act of the Commissioners 
is invalid and that the sale of the lands will be ¿/legal I would 
respectfully recommend that a law be passed ratifying and con- 
Jirming the act ofthe Commissionersand declaring the sale valid.

ments to the Almighty, for the many and signal blessings he 
has been pleased to bestow upon us. 

In looking beyond our immediate borders, the state ef our 
National affairs presents. a prospect equally encouraging. The 
rights set up, and the posziion taken by an ancient and dis- ` 
tinguished. sister State, together with the acts predicated on 
her ordinance, assumed a lowering aspect, and fer a moment 
ibreatened to dismember, or to disturb the settled harmony of 
eur national family. The heresies of Nullification and Secession 
have found their advocates in many of her distinguished, but 
misguided citizens. Bewildered in the mazes of theory, they 
glide with astonishing facility over faets that are destructive of 
the conclusions at which they arrive, and become the ready 
victims of passion and confirmed prejudice. 

The immense debt with which we emerged from the war of 
the Revolution—the imbecility, and indeed the utter inefficacy 
of the Government under the old Cenfederation to meet the 
crisis—the necessity and object of the social constitutional com- 
pact—and the glorious results springing immediately from it, 
are facts from which the most clear and important conclusions. 
flow, by such direct induction as to carry conviction to the 
unbiassed and reflecting mind. 
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prompi action of our chief magistrate, and the expres 
an overwhelming majority of the American people, have 
met and üvreunced the doctrine of Nullification in a voice so 
decided, as to blast forever the hopes of the enemies of free 
governments; and affords to us, and to the world, the highest 
evidence of the intelligence, virtue and fidelity of the people. 
pith the cheering assurance that our union and liberty shall 
live fortis 

The general diffasion of education among our citizens, prc- 
paratory toa proper understanding and support of the rights 
and liberties they enjoy.and the duties they owe the govern 
meni of their choice, aswell as the improv ement and general 
prosperity of the country, is so essential, that I feel it to he whol- 
i unnecessary to enlarge upon the subject. By this. the citi- 

seus become qualified tuuctand judge for themselves; and be- 
ing wellinformed, will rarely fail to decide correctly. It isthe 

mind eulightened and expanded that increases the comforts and 
means of happiness, and by its skill aids and facilitates labor: 
andthe more it is instructed, the more certainly it will add to 
uur physical powers. 

The necessity of a general school system has repeatedly 
bezn urged upon the le gislatnre.andon one occasion, commis- 
sloners were appointed to digest and report a plan for carrying 
anto effect such system. This report of course is to be found 
in the archives oi State—a mr ference to which may pos sibly 

nosis t your deliberations. In calling vour attention to this sub- 
sect, Pshall content mvself with barely remarking, that Icon- 
slurry it very importani that primary schools should be estab- 
every county in tLe State.

“ious of the State, for the purpose of reaching and giving in- 
-truction to all. it is apparent that a very liberal course of legis- 
lation becomes necessary to consummate a gencral plan. But 
whatever the diticulties may be, the object to be attained is sv 
destrable as to demand at least an effort; and I cherish the hope 
iit you will be able to effect what has been too long de- 
v.ved—than which nothing can more certainly tend to the inter- 
est aud welfare of the country. 
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conflicticn ofinterests;and the longer these interests are suffer- 
ed to flow and strengthenjn their natural channels, unconnect- 
ed and independent of each other, the more will that lauda- 
ble zeal for the general interest and prosperity of the whole 
be diminished. It is by increased facilities of intercommuni- 
cation alone, that these interests zan be united and directed to 
the advantage of the whole. By this the people become fam- 
iliar with each other; their several wants made known and sup- 
plied; the manners and customs of the different sections become 
assimilated, and their interests identified; and when the mist of 
sectional jealousy shall have vanished before the influence of 
reason, and the effects of an enlarged and enlightenad policy, 
it wili then be seen that we have mutual interests to protect, 
which require our united industry and enterprise. Ina Gov- 
,ernment like ours, the general and individual interests, prop- 
erly understood, are so intimately connected that a check could 
scarcely be imposed on the one, without operating injuriously 
“upon the other. i 

- The adoption and execution ofa judicious system of inter- 
nal improvements, cannot fail to enliyen and invigorate the 
Country, and must as certainly accelerate the march of the 
State, in assuming that high stand which she is destined by 
nature to occupy. And although the history of public under- 
takings disclosesthe fact,that in the beginning, discouragement 
and frowns often await them, yet it isencouraging to reflect that 
no objects of political economy, more richly remunerate judi- 
cious expenditures, none certainly more creditable to the State, 
and none, the utility of which is more generally admitted. In 
support of this recommendation, allow me to remark, that there 
is rarely formed a more ample and inviting field for the em- 
ployment of the arts of man, in aiding and completing the works 
of nature, for his accommodation and inerest. 

The true policy ef the State, requires that the first expen- 
dituresshould be made in establishing and rearing up markets 
within her own limits.—This I consider all important from the 
peculiar situation and circumstances in which we are placed, 
and to which I particularly invite your attention.—And while I 
would carefully avoid expenditures too widely expanded, by 
which our means may be frittered away without probably 
consummating any valuable object, yet under a sense of duty, 
i cannot hesitate to urge the necessity of at least, three Rail 
Roads running across the Country. These roads should be 
undertaken and completed with the least possible delay. By 
these means the exports and trade would be directed to parti- 
cular points on the navigable streams of the Country. This 
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would invite capital for its purchase, and where the sales are 
made, there also the bulk of the purchases will be made.— 
Should the scheme of establishing Ports of entry on the Mis- 
sissippi succeed, and fromthe experiments already made, it can 
scarcely be doubted, it must give a strong impetus and succour 
io the undertaking. 

It may safely be assumed as an axiom, that in whatever 
undertakings individuals may be disposed to vest their capi- 
tal, the State need not hesitate in trusting hers. I therefore 
beg leave tosuggest for your consideration, the propriety of char- 
‘tering companies for the construction of these roads; and up- 
on the conditien of their subscribing and procuring to be paid 
ina certain amount, say two thirds of the sum necessary for 
completing the work, the State should subscribe for the bal- 
ance of the stock. This plan combines the utility of thestate 
with the keeneyed and searching vigilance of individual interest, 
and may have the effect not only of ensuring the undertaking, 
but the speedy construction of the roads; and may also super- 
cede the necessityof inviting foreign capital, the insiduous and 
corrupting influence of which, I would sedulously avoid, except 
as a dernier resort. [tis not my purpose, nor can it be neces- 
sary to dilate upon the usefulness of these roads; some of the 
hencfits however to the local and general interests, I will brief- 
ly notice. The great advantages that must result to individuals 
from the enhanced value of their lands; the reduced price of 
transportation in getting their crops to market, and the increas- 
ed demand for labor, materials and provisions.—The revenue 
that will flow into the Treasury, will be derived from the tax 
upon this increased wealth, and the sales on merchandise. 
It will be your province on the one hand, to regulate the rate 
of tolls, so as to secure to enterprising individuals, a fair divi- 
dend on their investments, and on the other, to chasten an in- 
ordinate desire of gain. 

Against this planitmay possibly be urged, that the State ought 
not to have any concern in stock of any description. This objec- 
tion has been made and pressed by some politicians, and par- 
ticularly as applied to Banking Institutions. I confess ĮI am 
wholly at a loss to conceive by what reasoning this posztton can 
be sustained; and it is equally removed beyond my compre- 
hension, why the State should not become apartner. The pro- 
fits accruing to the State, return again to the People, the 
scource from whence they emanated. Instead then of such 
an exclusion, it may well be urged that the State should have 
an interest in every Bank she charters. 

The roads contemplated, constitute but a part of a complete 
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ces of the State will be anidle boast, if they are to remain locked 
within her bosom. She may regret her misguided policy— 
she may mourn the humiliating condition of being left an im 
measurable distance behind in the march of useful enterprise: 
buishe can never attain that character with which her sister 
tates are distinguished by their grand achievements. Lel 
us then rather encounter the hazard of the sturm, than remain 
thus perpetually becalmed. ; 

I have the pleasure to inform you that the State Bondshave 
been sold by the commissioners appointed for that purpose at 
134 per cent premium. This result is very satisfactory as an 
evidence of the high and rising character of the State abroad. 
Much credit is due to the Commissioners for their able and in 


defatigable exertions in the discharge of their duties. The zeal 
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and skill with which they have consulted and promoted the 


interest of the State, in effecting the object of their mission,

| ig alike honorable to themselves, and creditable to the Bank. 


This Institution may now be considered as established on 
a firm basis,and by its successful operations has obtained a 
degree of confidence in the public mind, that places it beyond 


_ the influence or control of the circumstances and opposition, that 


threatened to strangle it in its inception. The premium on the 
Bonds, and the dividend declared for the last six months, de- 
velop,a resource from whence an immense revenue may be 
derived, and exposes in the clearest manner the fallacy of the 
arguments, and the unsoundness of the predictions, that have 
been levelled against the Bank. 

To sustain and perpetuate the credit of the State, the success- 
fal operations of this Institution are essential, and must there- 
fore be an object of your earnest solicitude. The conduct of 
the Officers in its management, as faras Iam informed, may 
well be compared with those of any Institution in the Union, 
and leaves little doubt of its continued usefulness. 

Having expressed my entire confidence as to the successful 
operations ofthe Bank, and the advantages to flow from it to 
theState, sofar atleast as depends upon theagency and contro} 
of the Directory, I cannot consent todismiss the subject with- 
out directing your attention to the dangerous consequences, to 
be apprehended from premature or improper Legislation. A 
disposition to increase these facilities (unfortunately it seems. 
to me) has manifested itself, and it is altogether probable that 
one or more Chartered Companies will apply for Banking 
privileges; andif granted to one,it must become general. Eve- 
ry Company will claim the same right, and demand at your 
hands the like privilege. To discriminate would be making in- 
vidous distinctions, well calculated to increase or create loca! 
jealousies that may paralyze your action, and render abortive 
your best efforts to promote the interest of the community at 
large. The State has now acquired acharaeter and credit in 
the money market that will enable her hereafter, whenever it 
may become necesssary, to effect a loan on the most advanta- 
geous terms. ; 

It is the opinion of much abler financiers than I pretend to 
be, that the amount of Bank capital already chartered will 
giveus a circulating medium equal tothe ‘necessary wants of 
the community,as soon as the stock is paid in, which I presume 
will be done ina few months, when the Planters’ as well as the 
Agricultural Bank, will be enabled to go into full operation. 
The rapid growth of our population, connected with other cir- 


cumstances, may render it necesssary at some future period to 
increase the capital; but it is believed that the necessity does 
not now ex’st and may not perhaps for some years. Pru 
dence would seem to dictate the propriety of waiting at least 
until those institutions go into full operation, after which, 
if it be found necessary, the eapital may be increased to meet 
the demands. 

The commission of crimes from some eause evidently increas- 
es under our criminal eode, inflicting capital punishment. 
It would seem, therefore, that its sanguinary character is not 
sufficient to deter from offence; and that individuals are in 
some degree emboldened by the frequency ef escape from the 
penalties of the law, to inflict the most daring and serious in- 
juries upon society, with impunity.—It cannot be doubted. that 
the severity of the law measurably defeats its operation. The 
generally received opinion seems to rest the preventive rather 
upon the certainty than the degree of punishment. Hence it 
is, that the wisdom and philanthropy of the age favour the 
Penitentiary system, which graduates a scale of punishment 
eommensurate with the erime. | 

Timagine there will be little diversity of opinion as to the 
propriety of adopting thissystem. The subject has been dis- 
cussed by a previous Legislature, and two distinguished gen- 
tlemen were appointed to investigate the matter, whose report 
was laid before the Legislature at their last session, but from 
some Cause was not acted upon, and to which reference may 
be had. 

The question whether the State is now ready, or whether 
the erection of asuitable building should be immediately un- 
dertaken or not, is for your decision. It maybe well to avail 
ourselves of the experience and improvements of the older 
States; and for this purpose, I should think it advisable to ap- 
point some competent person to inspect and execute draw- 
ings of the most approved plans of the State Prisons of other 
States, to be exhibited tosuch authority as vou may deem pro- 
per; for selection. 

On my arrival at this place, I feund that my immediate pre- 
decessor had communicated with, and had tendered the appoint- 
ment of architect to superintend the erection and workmanship 
of the public buildings in the town of Jackson to Mr. Morrison, 
of Nashville. A considerable time had elapsed before his reply 
was received, in which he partially accepted. From the in- 
disposition and engagement of this gentlemen, I was induced 
to believe that some disappointment would probably ensue: 
and considering it proper that something of a decisive charac- 
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er should take place with as little additional delay as possi- 
| ble, I despatched a special messenger, whose return brought 
me Mr. Morrison’s ultimate refusal. 

I have since conferred the appointment on Mr. Lawrence. 
This gentleman has produced the most satisfactory testimo- 
nials and specimens of his qualifications, and will, lam persua- 

ı ded, discharge the duties enjoined upon him in'amanner high- 
ly creditable to himself and the State. 

| In case the sales of the town lots, and of the public proper- 

, ty adjoining, shall not produce the sum herein appropriated, 

the Governor shall have power to supply the deficiency by 
drawing a sufficient sum from the amount onthe premiums up- 

on the State bonds; which sum so drawn shall be reimbursed 
to the sinking fund. 

The 13th section of the amended charter says, that if there 
shall be any surplus of the proceeds of said Joan or loans, after 
paying the said subscription and the expenses of negotiating 
the same, said surplus shall be paid over to the commissioners 
of the sinking fund, and become part thereof.—As the premi- 
ums on the bonds appear to be placed beyond the reach of the 
Legislature, it may be well to investigate the available funds, 
so as to determine whether any further provisions be neces- 
sary. 

By the first section under the head of militia, itis made the 
duty of the Legislature to provide by law for the organization 
and discipline of the militia -of this State, in such manner as 
it may deem expedient, not incompatible with ‘the laws of 
the United States in relation thereto. 

The Legislature having failed at the last session to act 
upon the subject, has disorganized the whole system,and your 
prompt interposition is called for. Many elections have been 
held, but this department could not recognize the returns, 
nor can commissions emanate until the action of your body is 
‘had upon the subject: fixing the time and mode of election, 
aswell as the time of office, seem to be indispensable as a preli- 
‘minary step. 

_ Under the general confusion Ihave thought it may not be 
‘amiss to divide the State into at least four divisions, and a 
proportionable number of brigades, as the best plan df organi- 
ung the militia of the State with the greatest possible despatch. 
There would then be areasonable prospect of each major gen- 
eral’s attending his division once a year, thereby keeping his 
subaltern officers in a strict line of duty. And nothing ‘is bet- 
ter calculated to inspire military pride than a strict observance 
and discharge of the duties of efficers,-from the highest to the 
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iowest. This idea, however, I advance with some hesitation, 
as my experience in military affairs istoo limited forme to 
speak with confidence on the subject. 

The discrepancies and conflictions in the provisions of the 
election law, render itso vague and indefinite as to call your 
attention to its revision.—The law requires in the case of sena- 
tors and judges of the high court of errors and appeals that 
all the returns shall be made to the returning officer of the coun- 
ty first named within five days. This provision, of itself, must 
generally defeat the law, as the returns can rarely be made 
in that time. The constitution makes it the duty of the Govern- 
orof the State, on receiving all the official returns, to act ac- 
cordingly. Itis therefore his peculiar province to recognize 
and determine when they arereccived. The law makes it the 
duty of the returning oflicer to give his certificate to the high- 
est candidate, but there it stops; making no provision how the 
certificate is to find its way on the returns from all the other 
counties, which is evidently intended by the constitution to be 
lodged in the Secretary's office. I cannot suppose that these 
bare certificates, even if made out according to law, can, under 
the constitution, be received as the official returns. 

The Legislature at their last session made no provision con- 
cerning notaries public. Icould not under such circumstances 
commission; and it must require your action ordering election 
and fixing the term of office before any thing can be done. 
In the charter of the Planters’ Bank, the right is given to the 
Bank and its officers of electing their own notaries. This was 
deemed to be a strong case, e right guarantied in the nature 
of a compact, and accordingly I was urged (upon the Board fix- 
ing a limit to the tenure) to commission. When your body 
shall have acted upon the subject, the right will then accrue to 
the Bank; buta different course would seem to wrest from its le- 
gifimate source, the law-making power. 

On the 13th of June, I received a communication from W. 
B. Guion, Esq. informing me, that in conformity to the memo- 
rials of previous Legislatures, and the application of Mr. Plum- 
mer to the War Bepartment for an Engineer, he had been de- 
tailed from the Topographical Bureau to make certain surveys 
in this state, and enclosing his instructions accompanied with 
the correspondence between the late Governor and himselfi— 
“The Legislature bad not made any provisions, nor was Į author- 
ized tomake any advances, but the circumstances of the arri- 
wal of the Engineer at the instance of the State, and the impor- 
tance of having correct surveys and estimates, induced me 
anhesitatingly to place at the disposition of this gentlemar 
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$1000, a sum that he supposed might be sufficient to meet the 
expenditures. [have understood informally, that the survey of 
a track for a rail road had been made from Manchester to Pearl 
River, and that the rout was spoken ofvery favorably. Mr. 
Guion, I presume, is now onthe Yazoo Pass, and it is to be sup- 
posed that he has not yet been able to comple, the survey. 

Ihave, thus, gentlemen, pointed your attention to such matter 
as I deemed essential to the public good, and worthy of you 
deliberation, and have given to you very frankly, but with muc] 
deference, the views that have suggested themselves to my 
mind upon these subjects. Ifany thing has been omitted, or if 
I have fallen into any error of opinion jn relation to all or any 
of the subjects-which Ihave brought before you, my anxiety 
is mitigated by the consideration that Ishall very soon be suc- 
ceeded by the Governor ‘elect, whohas been chosen to fill the 
high and responsible situation in which I have been unexpect- 
edly placed. And I have the consolation to know, that the 
vigilance, wisdom, and patriotism of your body, will safely 
guard and promote the public welfar. 

While we are mutually endeavouring in good faith, and to 
the best of our judgment, to discharge our respective duties to 
the country, I feel that I have much to ask and to expect from 
your kind indulgence and liberality. I tender the assurance 
Gentlemen of my willingness to co-operrate with youin all 
measures calculated to advance the public good. 

That your deliberations may be conducted with harmony, 
directed by Divine Wisdom and Goodness, to the promotion, 
honor, prosperity and happiness of our beloved country, is the 
supplication of your humble fellow-citizen,

Gentlemen of the Senate 

and of the House of Representatives: 

The people of the State of Mississippi, having by their free 
und unbiassed suffrages, conferred on me the distinguished hon- 
or of making me their Governor for the ensuing term, I appear 
before you for the purpose of taking upon myself the solemni- 
ties of an oath, preparatory to my entering upon the discharge 
of the important duties assigned me. 

For this very flattering evidence of their confidence and es- 
ceem, I am at a loss for language competent to the expression 
of my gratitude. Nor do I assume to myself the high func- 
‘ions thus conferred, without feeling asinccre distrust of my 
ahility to do ample justice to public expectation. 
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My acceptance implies a determination todo my duty; whic’ 
shall be more fully developed in the exercise of my humil- 
abilities and untiring zeal for the prosperity of Mississippi. 

Being deeply impressed with the importance of my sitnation. 
and of the high obligation I am under to the people of my State, 
I stand pledged in the dischage of the duties of my office, t3 
use my best efforts in harmonizing the various interests of the 
State, and to promote the happiness and prosperity of the 
whole people. 

In the discharge of those duties more strictly Executive, I 
shall place much stress on the constitutional injuction which 
requires the executive to see that the laws are faithfully exe- 
cuted. 

In the administration of our criminal laws, I should feel my 
unworthiness, were I not unalterably fiedin my determination 
to do my duty in all cases presented for my consideration, witb- 
out fear or affection. IfI were capable of being governed by 
alower order of motives, I should look upon myself as not de- 
serving the confidence of a patriotic peoples 

The duty of laying before you a message, exhibiting to your 
view the condition of the Government, having been perform- 
ed by one whose duty it was, obviates the propriety of my doing 
so; nor could that duty be well performed by one not having 
had in charge the administration of affairs. { nevertheless feel 
impelled by a sense of duty to submit for vour consideration a 
eee touching the present and future policy of the 
State. 

Our newly modelled Constitution, just struggling into ex- 
istence, is a subject which requires much deliberation. To le- 
gislate so as to give energy and effect to its truly democratic 
features, is a matter of much difficulty. Its having been en- 
trusted to our charge, we cannot too seriously deliberate en its 
importance to the Sate. Experience has already taught us 
that inefficient legislation is calculated to do injustice to the 
system, and to render it odious even to those of its friends who 
do not take into consideration the cause and effect. 

Whatever may have been the dissensions among us in ifs 
adoption, it now becomes our duty to conform in our legislation 
to its provisions. 

“The formation of our newly acquired territory into convenient / 
counties, with such other legislation as will extend to that large; 
and respectable portion of our populotion all the benefits anc 
privileges of the Government, I cannot urge with too much 
emphasis upon your consideration. 

A well regulated militia being of such-immense importance 
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vo Mississippi, I feel it my duty to recommend a revision of our 
militia laws, with a due regard to the re-organization of Divi- 
sions, Brigades, Regiments and Battalions. Under ordinary 
circumstances, a measure of this kind would be attended with 
much embarrassment, because it could not be done without in- 
terfering with the commands of officers, so as to produce dissatis- 
faction. Under the present state of things, we should be re- 
leased from those unpleasant circumstancest 

By a reference to the Constitution, Article 1, and Section 
30, it will be seen that no officer can be appointed in this State, 
except for a limited period of time. It therefore becomes the 
indispensable duty of the Legislature to provide a mode for the 
election of all military oflicers—fixing a limited period for their 
term of service; and as there frequently exists much difficulty 
in a complete organization under the ‘best system of laws, 
from the neglect or refusal of the people to elect their officers, 
rendering it impracticable for general officers te procure mus- 
ter rolls, to enable them to present to proper authority the ef- 
fective strength of the forces of the State, I would, with due con- 
' sideration, urge the propriety of the investment.of power some- 
where, of conferring brevet appointments for special purposes, 
and requiring the performance of such services. This would 
enable the proper officers, at all times when thus required, te 
make full and ample reports, shewing the strength and condi- 
tion of the Militia: and it would furthermore enable them to 
keep up a regularly disciplined patrol—a service strongly call- 
ed for in a State situated like ours. 

The Seat of Government of the State being fixed by the 
Constitution, until the year 1850, it becomes the duty of those 
at the helm of affairs, to extend to it a fostering hand. 

To this end I would recommend the appropriation of the 
three per cent. fund to the establishment and improvement of 
roads leading to and from the Seat of Government. This 
would not only promote the immediate growth -and prosperity 
of the place in which the State is deeply interested, being the 
proprietor of the soil, but it wouldextend the benefits resulting 
from this fund to the various sections of ‘the State, by affording 
facilifies to the conveyance of our mails, and extending to our 
citizens the benefit of free communication with their seat-of 
gevernment at all seasons. 

The mail rout from this to Mobile, Alabama, presents a stri- 
king instance of the importance of this policy. The road on 
this rout is at present good, with the exception of a few 
streams, over which bridges should be erected, and which 
could be done to.the boundary of the State, with an expense af 
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few thousand dollars.. This done by Mississippi, we have no 
eason to doubt that a corresponding measure would be adopt- 
iby Alabama to her boundary meeting us. This would ena- 
leus to procure a line of mail stages direct from Mobile to this 
ace, Which would afford us the eastern news several days ear- 
ier than by any existing rout; and it would extend to a large 
ortion of our fellow citizens the means of free access to Mo- 
ile, their only -place af market, and at the same time to their 
seat of government. 
| Imight enumerate many objects of improvement of equal 
magnitude to various other sections of the State. I will only 
nstance the mail route from Woodville, passing through this 
lace to Columbus; from this to Holmesville; from this to the 
tate line, in the direction of Memphis, Tenn.; from this te 
the State line, in the direction of Tuscaloosa, intersecting aroad 
already laid off by the authority of Alabama, in the direction 
forthis place. Although these ebjects may not be accomplish- 
ed inan eminent degree, with the means of that fund already 
fe‘ your command, yet they may be greatly improved, and final- 
lyaccomplished with the means that we have, in anticipation 
lof an immediate and very great enlargement of that fund, ac- 
ruing from the sale of landsin our newly acquired territory. 
Those, with such other objects of internal improvement as may 
‘be devised by you in your deliberations, for the convenience 
and benefit of the State, will meet my cordial approbation. 
_ The establishment of a well devised system of education, is 
of immense importance to all republican forms of government, 
and surely to none more than Mississippi—a State surpassed by 
none in the Union in her democratic principles. In farther- 
ance of this master stroke of policy, I cannot do more than te 
‘invite your attention to article 7 and section 14 of the Consti- 
; tution of the State. . 
: Fellow Citzzens—I come to the solemnities of the oath that 
Tam about to take. By it lam required to support the Consti- 
! tution ef this State and of the United States; this I stand 
pledged to do from policy and duty. I cannot draw those :in- 
vidious distinctions between our Federal and State Govern- 
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' iments that some do. I hold them to be one and indefeasibly 
'; the same, for certain purpeses. However much I teplore the 
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| tendency of our federal union to consolidation—however strong 
my opposition to a tariff of protection--and however fixed, un- 
dlterably, I may be in my opposition to a general system of 


‘| internal improvement by the General Government—yet I can- 
4 not give assent to the dangerous remedy of Nullification; a doc- 


‘wine which if adhered to, cannet fail in producing the worst 
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consequences, Indeed, is it not an anomaly in the affairs of 
all well regulated governments, to see at a moment øf gencral 
prosperity—at a'moment when our external and internal rela. 
tions are in the most happy state of existence; that we should be 
brought to a poise by State dissensions; and that, too, at a mo- 
ment whan we have the pleasure of witnessing the most happy 
reactions produced by that spirit of reform which has so emi- 
nently marked the career of the present administration. 

And finally, fellow citizens, we have much cause for render. 
ing up fo Almighty God our fervent adoration forthe many 
blessings we have been permitted to enjoy as a people; and I 
beseech you to join me in prayers that He may prosper our 
measures, and take into His “holy keeping” the destinies of our 
common country.

ty five sections and a half which were sold, is two hundred and 
seventy seven thousand three hundred and thirty two and 
52-100 dollars; for all of which I have received notes with ap- 
proved security. 

The 6th section of the above recited act makes it the duty of 
the Auditor of Public Accounts to collect and receive all monies 
accruing from the sale of said lands asthe same may become 
dae and parable, and vest the same from time to time in stock 
ofthe Planters’ Bank of the State of Mississippi. The Auditor 
would respectfully remark to the Legislature, that inasmuch as 
the whole of the stock of the Planters’ Bank has been subscri- 
bed for, it will be out of his power to comply with so much of 
that part of his duty as requires him to vest the proceeds of said 
sale in stock of the Planters’ Bank, unless he should be instruct- 
ed to purchase the same at the high premium at which it is sel- 
ling. The Auditor conceives it his duty to report to the Le-

Mr. Boyd, from the Joint Committee to whom, by virture of 
a joint resolution was referred the subject of the revision of 
the statues of this State, made the following report: 

The joint committee to whom was referred the joint resolu- 
tion of both houses of the Legislature, to take inte considera- 
tion the best mode of revising all the laws of a general nature, 
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30 a8 properly to adapt them te the several jurisdictions and 
tribunals established by the Constitution of this State, have 
had said resolution under consideration, and have bestowed on 
the subject all the reflection which the nature of their other du- 
ties and the limited time which they have been engaged would 
ermit. ‘ 

: In considering this subject, your committee could not be in- 
sensible to the radical difference in the basis and tendencies of 
the present Constitution, as contra-distinguished from the one 
which the laws contemplated to be revised, were made to give 
effect, nor of the pressing importance it shall be to the welfare 
of the community, that the Legislature shall give the earliest 
possible adaptation of those laws to the existing Constitution. 
Whatever ind eed may have been the diversified feelings of our 
citizens in reference to the organic law, we shall all be proud 
to give speedy and successful operation to the primary and es- 
sentially republican principles contained in it.—This can on- 
ly be done by properly adapting the laws of the State by Le- 
gislative attion to the several jurisdictions entrusted to each 
respective tribunal. In doing this your committee are not in- 
sensible that the Legislative authority will have to prescribe 
such rules as shall be applicable to all the departments of the 
state government, and to each separate tribunal and jurisdic- 
tion.—Connected with these rules will be the laws regulating 
the several relations of men and their property; the remedies 
which are to be appiled to the rights and immunities of individ- 
uals, and to the peace and good order of the whole community, 
with proper regulations on the subject of crimes and misdemea- 
nors, the punishing of vice in all ils aspects by suitable re- 
straints and penal sanctions in the prompt and important ad- 
ministration of public justice. 

Until this shall be done, your committee are deeply and sen- 
sibly imps essed with the conviction, that all partial and amen- 
datory legislation, will but tend to make confusion more confu- 
sed. 

The duty of the Legislature, therefore, to take upen them- 
selves the task at the earliest period, is not only called for by 
the best interest and just expectation of the country, but is, in 
the opinion of your committee, on this Legislature a paramount 
obligation. 

The mode how, and time when, have occupied the devoted 
consideration of your committee. In the reflection which they 
have been enabled to give this subject, one of three modes has 
suggested itself to their consideration as best. 

lst. That the Legislature should appoint one or more legal, 
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capable and distinguished gentlemen of the State, to revise 
the laws, the revisal to be submitted to the consideration and 
action of an adjourned session of the Legislature: or, 

2dly. That there be appropriate committees appointed from 
the members of this Legislature, whose duty it, shall be to re- 
main at the seat of government and revise the laws.—The re- 
visal to be reported to on adjourned session of the Legislature: 


or, 
3dly; That the Legislature at ite present session, refer the 
several chapters of the present revised code to proper commit- 
tees, whose duty it shall be to revise respectively the chapters 
thus referred, ingrafting in them all the laws in the pamphlet 
acts applicable to the particular subject referred, and for this 
Legislature at its present session to make the revisal. The 
- latter mode recommends itself to your committee as the best. 

As to the first, your committee cannot fail to be admonished 
of the confidence which their fellow citizens have reposed in 
the present Legislature, from their having in the exercise of 
the elective franchise, respectively selected them from the body 
of the community in confidence of their supposed capability and 
willingness to discharge all the duties of Legislation.—It is cer- 
tanly due from the Legislature to themselves to answer to that 
confidence and the just expectations of the State. It would cer- 
tainly be unworthy of us to declare, by transferring the labors 
before us to others, that the confidence of our constituents has 
been misplaced. Your committee therefore feel it their duty 
to vindicate without reluctance the ability, and urge the duty 
upon this Legislature to discharge for themselves and the ceun- 
try those duties of Legislation. 

As to the second, not only this Legislature, but the whole 
community are deeply sensibie of the inefficiency of the present 
laws to give effect to the existing Constitution. Your commit- 
tee, as citizens, have witnessed the unsuitableness of the laws 
to the jurisdictions and tribunals created by the present Con- 
stitution.—There is not a tribunal connected with it in which 
there does not daily ‘arise embarrassing questions unfavorable 
to the convenience, rights, property and liberty of our citizens. 
Until the duties shall be performed comtemplated before us, the 
acknowledged confusion which now exists in the laws, will be 
daily more and more detrimental] to the interest and welfare of 
the country.—That there will, under any mode, be diversified 
views, feelings and wishes among the members, as to many of 
the laws, is to be anticipated; and should here be the most ju- 
dicious selection of a committee to revise the laws, and report 
them to an adjourned session of the Legislature, it is selfev- 
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ident to your committee, that there would then exist the same 
diversified and discrepant opinions and wishes in the Legisla- 
ture (if not greater) than would now develope themselves in 
the matters before us. 

As to the third, in the opinion of your committee, the most 
speedy action of the Legislature on the state of things before us 
will best contribute to the public welfare, ensure the greatest 
saving of public money, and conduce the, greatest to a harmoni- 
ous action among the members in the discharge of their respec- 
tive duties.—-Your committee cannot fail to remind the two 
Houses, that there already exist in the present revised code 
under the old Constitution, almost all the laws applicable to 
each subject of a general nature, and that there is not wanting 
a great dealt oflabour when properly apportioned, to appropri- 
ate committees, to extend them so as to include in them all the 
laws in the pamphlet acts applicable to any particular subject. 

The task to alter the phraseology of the several laws so as 
to make them conform and give effect to the present Constitu- 
tion, when the subjects are separately considered, your com- 
mittee do not regard as intrieate or difficult. 

Much aid, as well as saving of time and money, will be found 
in the fact that each member will have an opportunity by an 
examination of the present revised code to furnish the respect- 
ive committees with proper information on all the amend- 
ments necessary to be made in the laws on each prticular sub- 
ject. The several committees will certainly for themselves 
thoroughly investigate and understand, and be able to vindi- 
cate the laws they may recommend.—If we shall distrust our 
own capacities, and persuade ourselves that we are unequal 
to the task, that want of confidence will naturally and certain- 
ly insure a failure. But if we shall determine to act with a be- 
coming resolution, to convince our constituents that their con- 
fidence has net been misplaced, and to labour in our vocations in 
good faith and with persevering: industry we fhave it in our 
power to domuch good for the public welfare. We therefore 
recommend to the Legislature for their adoption, the mode, that 
they do at their present session, and without any adjourned ses- 
sion, refer the several chapters of the present revised code to 
proper: committees, with instruction to revise the respective 
chapters thus referred, and to ingraft in them the laws in the 
pamphlet acts applicable to the particular subject, adapting 
them to the present Constitution, for the action of this Legisla- 
ture.—All which is respectfully submitted.

The minority of the committee, to whom was referred the 
joint resolutionof both Houses of the Legislature, to take into 
consideration, and report the best mode of revising all the laws 
of a general nature, so as properly to adapt them to the sev- 
eral jurisdictions and tribunals, established by the Constitution 
of this State, ask leave to report their views upon that impor- 
tant subject. 

After a patient and laborious investigation of the subject re- 
ferred, they find a pleasure in concurring in the report of the 
majority, so far as itis stated thereby, to bea matter of prima- 
ry importance that a revisal of the laws of a general nature, 
should, at an early day, command the attention and the action 
of the Legislature.—That a code of laws, revised, amended and 
consolidated, adapted to the principles of the organic law, and 
to the respective jurisdictions and tribunals of the State, is at 
this time much to be desired; and that the subject demands the 
action of the representatives of the people in some shape can- 
nat be denied; nor can the minority see that this proposition is 
involved in the resolution before them. The joint committee 
were, by the terms of the resolution, charged to examine and 
report to their respective Houses the best mode of having that 
important daty performed. 

In the labours of the committee in their several sessions, the 
subject was fully discussed, and various suggestions, all having 
for their end the ultimate good of the community, were offered, 
and the several modes mentioned in the report of the majority, 
were by some individuals, thought to be liable to some objec- 
tions. Inthe progress of these discussions, and since the ac- 
tion of the joint committee on the subject, the question occur- 
red to the undersigned, whether it is politic to recommend a 
revisal of the laws, and their adaptation to the Constitution at 
all, at this session of the Legislature? This question was sug- 
gested from reflecting on the fact, that the Constitution itself, 
is butan experiment in the science of government; it has not 
yet so fully recommended itself by the test of experience, the 
exigencies of people, and the fullness of time, as to have be- 
come the settled organic law of the land; but on the contrary, 
may be said to be just struggling into existence, amid the “di- 
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versified feelings of our citizens;” and moreover from the know:- 
edge of the fact, that the people from the various parts of the 
State are expecting from their representatives a revisal of that 
instrument. 

But, if in the exercise of.the best judgement of this honora- 
ble body, it should be deemed expedient to act definitively on 
the subject embraced in the resolution submitted to the joint 
committee at this session, the minority of your committee, 
would respectfully represent, that in their opinion, the follow- 
ing is the best mode of effecting the object under consideration. 
That is—there be a committee of members appointed 
from each House of the present session of the legislature, whose 
duty it shall be, to revise, arrange and consolidate, all the laws 
ofa general nature, and to collect and embody also, all acts of 
a local nature, in a special collection; and to be instructed to 
report the same, and such other amendments and statutes, as 
may be thought requisite to perfect and harmonize the system 
of laws, as adapted to the Revised Constitution; and that the 
persons so appointed, shall receive as a compensation, the 
per diem ofa member each, for every day they shall be em 
ployed, ana no other compensation, and that they report to an 
adjourned session of the legislature, to be convened on the 

Monday in 

The minority of your committee in presenting these views for 
the consideration of the House, flatter themselves, that the 
plan proposed, is one calculated not only to accelerate the 
work, but greatly to lessen the expenditure of the public mo- 
ney; because, from their limited experience in legislation, they 
believe the project of revising, embodying and arranging a code 
of laws, in the progress of common legislation, will not only be 
attended with unlimited delay, but will be found as utterly im- 
practicable as it is novel. 

The minority of your committee take this occasion to say, 
that they.are fully aware of the confidence reposed in them 
by their constituents on the one hand, and of the indefatigable 
labours required of them on the other, and to assure your hon- 
orable body of the “willingness to discharge all the duties o 
legislation” to the best of their abilities, and “to answer to that 
confidence” referred toin the report of the majority. But they 
are not aware, that by adopting the mode here reported, it 
could be construed to be “transferring the labors before us to 
others,” or that the confidence of our constituents can be con- 
sidered as having been “misplaced” any more than the ordina- 
ry course of practice in legislation, of marking out to commit- 
tees certain portone of public duty, can be liable to such a con- 
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report of ihe commissioners relative toa Penitentiary, and the 
documents accompanying the same.”

That the subject matter submitted to them for investigation 
has occupied their close attention, and passed in review before 
their best judgements, subjected to a strict and impartial ex- 
amination—the result of which has been to establish in the 
minds of your committee two conclusions, drawn from premises 
carrying with them the evidence of truth, the most sceptical 
cannot doubt. 

Ist. That the adoption of a liberal system of encouraging 
ihe erection of rail roads, is well calculated te promote the 
honor and elevation of the State, the acquisition of wealth, the 
cultivation of literature, the increase of morals, and conse- 
quently a source of happiness to each and every individual in 
the community. 

Your committee, from the broad and general term, Internal 
Improvement, recommended by the Governor in his Message, 
have selected the part in relation to Rail Roads, and recom- 
mend that branch as most deserving the fostering care of the 
Legislature, in consequence of its superior usefulness and its 
more probable success. l ; z 

Your committee deem it useless to enter inte a general de- 
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` tail of the benefits resulting from this branch of interhal im- 
provement, as its utility is admitted by all—denied by none. 
~ Agriculture is the main fountain of public wealth and indi- 
vidual content, when a market is opened where the agriculturist 
can dispose of the pruducts of his labor; therefore, every faci- 
lity to its success should be offered. This the rail road system 
does with a bountiful hand. The expenses and time of convey- 
ing produce to market from many points of the State are 
immense and subtracts much from the nett proceeds of the labo- 
rer’s toil; a policy to lessen the one, and shorten the other, 
‘would be productive of so much good to our community, the 
laboring portion thereof in particular, that it would be an aet 
of injustice and illiberality, now the policy is at our disposal, 
longer to withhold it from them. This policy is the peculiar 
object of rail road systems. The price of a wagon apd team 
that is actually necessary for transporting the products of the 
soil from various points in our community to an advantageous 
market, with a very small addition thereto, would enable the 
proprietor to obtain one effective laborer to assist him in his 
industry and the acquisition of wealth. To dispense with these 
expenses would be of immense advantages to our citizens in 
general, and especially to him who lives by the sweat of his 
own brow. This can only be done by the almost magic opera- 
tion of a rail road car. 

Time, too, isimportant; much of which is lost in conveying 
produce to market. How can this evil be averted? By a re- 
sort to rail roads: for by this means many barriers between the 
planter and the market are removed. Hills are demolished— 
valleys are elevated—rough ways are made smooth—points far 
asunder are drawn in close connexion—and distance itself is ap- 
parently destroyed.—And although ithe true, time and exertion 
only can bring into operation so desirable a state of things, 
yet the blessings to the community resulting therefrom must be 
evident to the mind of all who are not too much engaged to 
provide for the appetites of the moment to permit their judge- 
ments to be wasted in the examination of a policy so replete 
with prosperity, benevolence and good will to man. 

The second conclusion to which your committee have arri- 
ved, is, that this system can alone be reduced to practice by a 
judicious grant of banking powers to citizens who are willing 
to furnish the capital—who are willing to risk their own funds 
for the certain hope of present good——the bright prospect of fu- 
ture renown. 

Your committee have examined with dilligence that part of 
the Governor’s Message recommending a different policy from 
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the ohe they have thought advisable to be pursued; and it is ` 
with regret they are constrained wholly to dissent therefrom, - 
and to declare to this House their conviction that such a policy . 


is at all times dangerous in theory—in practice frequently: op- 
pressive and unjust. A State should never be a partnér in 


trade with any individual whatever; for if that trade be un- - 


profitable the loss must be sustained by individuals who had no 
management of the concern; and if, upon the other hand, the 
products of the partnership be profitable, the profit must im- 
mediately be placed in the public treasury. An appropriation 
of this profit must be made, unless then like causes will fail to 
produce like effects, a full treasury is a bone of contention, over 
which the strongest friendships may be broken, the purest poli- 
cy overpowered and destroyed: Therefore, we report that, in 
our estimation, a State should have no partner; she should be 
supplied with ample means to satisfy her necessary expendi- 
tures, but not one dollar for speculation or for show. This 
committee find in that part of the Governor’s Message referred 
to their examination, the following assertion, from which they 
are also compelled to dissent, to wit: “The policy of chartering 
companies, or granting to individuals the privileges of building 
bridges, or making turnpike.roads and exacting tolls, must ever 
be the source of disappointment, abuse, and the most mischie- 
vous consequences.” The committee are at a loss to find by 
what mode of reasoning the correctness of this assertion can 
be established; and although it be admitted that such abuses 
have taken place, yet the abuses are not demonstated to be the 
consequences of the institution, but only that_the institutions 
may have been badly administered. The objection“ten to 
chartering companies for the purpose of promoting internal im- 
provement, must. be removed; more particularly so, when we 
find the purest systems have been tarnished by weakness or 
corruption. Your committee here deem it advisable to anti- 
cipate and respond to objections that may be urged against the 
adoption of a policy here recommended. They are aware 
these objections will be based upon the assumption that those 
chartered institutions will emit a fictitious representative for 
money, which in time must become unavailing and eventually 
bring injury if not ruin upon the unfortunate holders of their 
issues; and in support of this assumption, reference will be 
made to other banks in other States. These objections have 
been thoroughly examined; and the inference drawn fromthem 
flatly denied; and this committee have instructed me to say 
they will contend with their adversaries’ own foils upon the 
ground of example, and challenge them to combat in the field 
of principle. 
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Suppose then Kentucky and Ohio brought disgrace and dis- 
~ 'redit upon themselve8, by too liberalan extension of bankin 
. priviléges; to that we will interpose the example of other States, 
and invite an attention to the proud and elevated position now 
‘occupied by the States of Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and 
-New- York, neither of which has less than fifty chartered banks, 
all in goed credit, ranging in capital from one hundred thou: 
` sand to-three millions of dollars, and some of the States fur- 
fishing money to many of our citizens at the moderate price 
of five per cent. 
But your committee are unwilling to admit that the numeri- 
cal strength of those banks which brought injury upon thc 
holders of their paper, was the cause of their failure, but that 
their failure might be attributed to these causes. Ist. An in 
sufficient and sometimes no capital was required to be paid in. 
2d. Their issues were too extensive, and not sufficiently limited. | 
əd. The loans were madeat six per cent.—The produce of the 
borrower’s labor did not yield this amount, and he was unable 
to meet the loan; the effect, therefore, was the inability of the 
banks to redeem the nominal money, in the cireulation of 
which they had been so incautiously profuse. It is also urged 
‘against these institutions chartered for the purposes of internal 
improvement, that from the smallness of their capital they 
may atany time be injured by larger banks, and are therefore 
more liable to be checked in their operations, leaving in the 
hands of citizens a quantity ofspurious notes. The objection 
is not well founded in fact; $500,000 is by no means an incon- 
siderable stock; but evén were the objection true in point of 
fact, yetit would still be futile, and may be exposed by a single 
example} for instance, a bank is chartered with á capital of 
$10,000, the stock actually paid in; it gives notes amounting 
to twenty thousand; nòw the holders of these notes cannot 
suffer, unless the directors of the institution act foolishly or 
fraudulently, because when they part with the twenty thou: 
sand dollars they receive paper well endorsed as an equivalent. 
therefor: here then is $10,000 in actual cash to pay one half, 
and $20,000 of available effects, to satisfy the other half of the 
‘demand. Your committee therefore conclude that these in- 
stitutions, whilst acting fairly and discreetly, cannot become 
‘bankrupt; that they will be as capable to meet and discharge 
issues to double the amount of their capital stock as other insti- 
tutiens holding charters from the Legislature will be to redeem 
their issues amounting to treble their stock: And although it 
‘be true the capital of the rail road banks does not equal that of 
ether banks, you must establish the unholy and uncharitable 
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doctrine that a decrease of man’s wealth produces an increase - 
of disposition to commit wrong, before you can establish that a, 
note issued by a bank with but $500,000 capital, governed by 
an honest and discreet directory, is not ascertain to be paid as 
a note of the same amount issued by a bank with millions at 
command. F 

Your committee also deem it advisable to report there is as 
yet aninsuflicient quantity of circulating medium to satisfy the. 
wants and demands of the agricultural part of the communi- 
ty. Asan evidence of this fact, they refer to the representa- 
tives of the people, who are now assembled from all parts of 
the state. If this be true, it is necessary that an extension of 
banking capital should be speedily made, apd this should em- 
inate from rail road banks—because monopoly will be there- 
by prohibited, the distribution of power will be more equita- 
ble, money will find an easier access into the interior of the 
country, our forests will be converted into profitable fields, and 
that one part of the State shal] have an unmerited ascendency 
over another, will be effectually and amply guarded against. 

Again, the commitiee say an increase of banking capital is 
necessary, and that increase should be produced by the char- 
tering of rail road banks, For the purpose of demonstration 
they will introduce a supposed case.—Suppose a community 
should stand in need of a banking capital to the amount 
of $100,000, would there not be a greater security for the equal 
and faithful distribution of the fund were it divided into ten 
banks, than if the whole was concentrated into one institution 
and that institutign subject to the controlof afew? This com: 
mittee thinks that it would. 

Then because there isa demand fora greater quantity of 
circulating medium to satisfy the people’s necessities, and be- 
cause we are here to legislate for the people, that therefore 
this increase should take place, 

Because we are opposed to the concentration of power, 
whether it be for the government of money or of man; and 
because rail road banks will not only supply a deficit in the 
circulating medium, but they will necessarily make a more 
equal distribution of these benefits, and are the only certain 
means by which the internal condition of our country can be 
improved, and will produce something like an equality of ben- 
efits throughout our rising community. Your committee would 
thereforé recommend the immediate grant of rail road char- 
ters, with such banking privileges as may be liberal for them 
and prudent for the State. i 

Your committee, in conclusion, will further report that the 
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system of rail road making in our State is as yet novelty, a mere 
„experiment; the success or failure of which remains still in 
doubt; and from past experience, it is evident without some 
auxiliary, the system cannot, will not be carried into practice. 
‘Therefore, they recommend banking privileges to be granted 
‘to these companies: and”even admitting every dollar which 
they may issue should be worthless, and a loss to its holders, 
yet if so desirable an object can be accomplished that loss will 
be a gain. Your committee, therefore, earnestly entreat the 
adoption of a policy that will secure to their countrymen 
wealth, content and prosperity; and in so doing the Legisla- 
of 1833 may earn for themselves approving consciencies, the 
plaudits of the present generation, and the gratitude of ages 
‘yet to come. JOHN GILDART, Ch’n.

charge toll,” have had the same under their consideration, and 
ask leave to report— j 

That the revised constitution provides for the exercise of the 
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power herein prayed in the County Police of each county, and 
your committee entertain some doubts as to the constitutional 
power of this House to interfere with any tribunal in which 
this power is placed. The Courts of Police are recognized in 
the constitution as a judicial tribunal; the exercise therefore of 
any powers specifically granted to this Court by the Legislature, 
might be concurrent, but must be injudicious. 

The road proposed to be improved and turnpiked, your 
committee is well aware, deserves the favorable consideration 
of this House; but at the same time they yield the necessity of 
constructing a bridge across the Yellow Butcha, they are not 
ignorant of the fact that there are other places on the same 
road, calling equally for the aid of this Legislature. Your 
committee, therefore, would recommend an appropriation of 
the three per cent fund, to be applied to the improvement of 
the said road from Columbus to Madisonville. 

Your committee ask to be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the petition.

The select Committee to whom was referred the petition of

‘ sonian system of the practice of Medicine may be permitted in 


this State, have had the same under consideration. and beg 
leave to submit the following as their report: 

In the first place, your Committee will suggest the enquiry. 
whether the board of Medical Censors established by the Act 
of Febraoary 12, 1819, and February 19, 1821, and that estal- 
lished by the “Act to establish an additional board, approved, 
January 4, 1828,” can any longer exercise the rights and pow- 
ers heretofore given to them by law as such. The tenure of 
their offices according to the acis of appointment has no limi- 
tation as to time, and the revised Constitution declares that 
“no person shall ever be appointed or elected to any office in 
this State for life or dering good behaviour; but the tenure of 
all offices shall be for some limited period of time. if the person 
appointed or elected thereto shall so long behave well.” The 
third section in the schedule which contains the only qualifica- 
tion which isapplicable to this provision says, “the Governor 
and ail officers civil and military, now holding commissions um- 
der the authority ofthi-: State. shall continue to hold and exer- 
cise their respective ofiices until they shall be superseded pur- 
suant to the provisions of this Constitution, and until their suc- 
cessors be duly qualifiec.” This clause we believe is only ap- 
plicable to officers then holding commissions, whose offices are 
named and tained tn the Constitution; for if its provisions are 
applicable to the members of tle board of Medical Censors so 
as to retain them ir office, they are equally appyicable to the of 
tice of Lieutenant Governor and Judges of the county Court, 
which offices are no where abolished by express declaration. 

Again, in the article “Declaration of rights,” the very first, 
and it would seem from that circumstance what was considered 
by the framers of the Constitution to be the most important sec- 
tion in the declaration of the rights of the citizen, says, that all 
freemen, when they form a social compact, are equal in rights, 
and thatro man,or set of men, are entitled to exclusive, sepa- 
rate public emoluments or privileges fromthe community, but in 
consideration of public services.” If this principle has no 
bearing upon this subject, we are at a loss to determine to 
what objects it will apply. If the Legislature can by Jaw, and 
by penal sanctions, give preference and exclusive privileges to 
the dogmas or opinions of any particular sect or school in the 
profession of the healing art or the science of physic, we do 
not see why they may not with equal right extend the same 
preferences to one sect or creed over another in other learned 
professions. or by law zive exclusive rights to one mechanic 
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ever another. when, in their opinion, the theory or mode by 
which one operates, i is founded on more correct principles, or is 
preferable to those entertained or used by bis neighbour.— 

The Legislature have the same right to give preference to the 
bleacher who whitens his cloth by the old method, over one 
who does the same thing by ihe action of the chemical agency 
of chlorine gass, or tice tersa, as they haye to decide upon the 
correctness of the theories of diseases, or the modus operandi, 
of medicines in alleviating or relieving the patient from the 
effects which are entertained by the different medical schools. 


_ À prerogative of this kind is very nearly allied to that exercised 


in church or state goveraments.—In the one case the law un- 
dertakes to interpret the will of the sapreme being as expressed 
in the volume of revelation: in the other, it undertakes to de- 
clare chat the volume of nature, shall only be read and inter- 
preted by those who are licensed for that especial purpose. — 
The effect ofsuch a policy of legislation in the first instance, is 
tobring upon the people a corrupt Priesthood, and supersti- 
tion with all of its terrible train of consequences in the other, 
itis calculated to induce a lethargy and supineness in those 
who have the lives of ourselyes and our families entrusted to 
their charge. Remove but these artificial props, and the one 
can only be sustained by the persuasive eloquence of purity 
and sanctity of life and character, which bears within itself the 
evidences of its authenticity, and the other will only be sus- 
tained by truth and reason, which can only be found by the la- 


| borious, yet pleasing task of scientific investigations, and by 


diving into the dark arcana of nature, and traversing the sub- 
lime mysteries of creation in the organization of matter, and 
the operation of cause and effect. 

Ifthere can be an instancein which “separate public emolu- 
ments or privileges from the community,” are enjoyed without 
rendering public service, we think that enjoyed by the licen- 
sed physiciansin this State, merely because they have studied 
in. or subscribed to the theories and opinions entertained by 
particular schools in sucha case. By the existing laws, they 
exclusively enjoy the emoluments of a most lucrative profes sion; 
and the privileges of licensing others, is held by a board of 
censors, whose interest as wel] as known practice it is to ex- 
clude all who are not of their class. We presume that no can- 
did scientific physician, who has been educated as such in the 
fashionable schools or universities will venture to assert, that 
even in the present comparatively advanced state of medical 
cience, there is any certainty that they can, according to cor- 

iect principles of philosophy, aecount for the operation of any 
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particular article of medicine upon disease, or define the prox- 
imate cause of disease; or say that the science of chemistry, 
with all the pleasing and wonderful mysteries which it has de. 
veloped, has established satisfactorily, that they have ascertain- 
ed onesimpie elementary principle, out of which matter is form- 
ed. To establish this, we might advert to the conflicting 
opinions entertained by medical teachers among themselves, di- 
rectly at variance with each other. Even among the moderns, 
the theories of Cullen. Brown, Rush and others, have each had 
their day, and the followers of each have accused the other of 
heresies and false doctrines; and we have no assurance thai 
these of our day are more correct, than that of those of the past 
generations which they denounce. And the fact, that the ra- 
vages of disease are now as great, and that death still stalks 
abroad in pestilence. and makes desolate the fairest places in | 
the land, with as little molestation as he did centuries ago, 
but two plainly refutes and claims to exclusive privileges which 
may be set up by those whose duty it has been to stay his hand. 
If further evidence were necessary to prove this want of con- 
fidence, it may be found in every day’s observation. In this 
State every planter and overseer is a practitioner of medicine, 
which surely would not bethe case. if experience had not taught 
them to distrust the skill of others. | 

In conclusion, vour committee do not recommend it as expe- 
dient, to establish by law a tribunal whichshall be empowered | 
to grant licences to practice upon the theories of the Thompso- 
nian system. ‘This would only be including in the protection 
already extended, and the monopoly already secured by law t 
one “set of men, another “set of men” who would, in conjunc- 
tion with those already established, enjoy “exclusive, separate 
public emoluments or privileges from the community.” 

The etfects of arbitrary laws which attempt to fix upon a 
people what the law makers may think orthodox opinions iz 
matters of religion, morals or science, is to arrest for a time the- 
progress of truth, and to shackle down and debase the facul- 
ties of the human mind, which were given them by the crcatoy 
for the noble purpose of improvement, until by their operation, 
compressed to the smallest possible space, a reaction takes 
place, the bonds are broken, and reason assumes her empire; 
for revoluiions occur in science, and changes which takes place 
in matters of public opinion upon all other subjects, as well as 
those of Governments and laws. We do not know of any bet- 
ter tribunal, to which to leave the adjudication of the different 
apinions which exist, as io the merits of the different theories 
and systems entertained and practised by those who profess 
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the healing art, than to public opinion. Hf it be urged that the 
people are incompetent to judge, our answer is, that so are we. 
Time, truth and experience will best settle the discrepent opi- 
nions entertained upon this subject; and our courts and “juries. ` 
can best determine questions which may arise between indivi- 
duals, as to their private rights or wrongs in the use or abuse of 
the medical profession.

Agreeably to public notice, the delegates from the counties 
of Hinds, Rankin, Simpson and Warren, met in convention at 
Jackson, on the second Monday in December, for the purpose 
of taking into consideration the propriety of carrying into effect 
the existing charter of a rail-road company, from Clinton to

On motion, it was resolved, that five persons be appointed a 
committee to report to this meeting without delay, such plan 
as they may deem advisable for carrying into effect the exist- 
ing charter of a Rail Road, with such amendments as they 
may deem promotive of the public interest. Whereupon, 
Messrs. Norton, Johnson, King, Edwards and Jayne, were ap- 
pointed members of the committee.

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Tuesday, Dec. 10th-—-The House met agreeably to adjourn- ` 
ment, when Mr. Norton from the committee, made the follow- 
ing report: oO 

The Committee to whom was referred a resolution. adopted 
by the Convention, in the words following, to wit: 

“Resolved, That a Committee of five, to wit: S. H. Norton, 
J.S. Johnson, T. W., King, B. W. Edwards, and B. H. Jayne, 
be appointed to report to this meeting without delay, such a 
plan as they may deem advisable, for carrying into effect the 
existing charter of a Rail Road company, from Clinton to. 
Vicksburg, with such amendments to said charter as they may 
deem promotive of the public interest, beg leave respectfully 
to report, 

That they have had the said resolution under consideration, 
and regret, that the want of sufficient time and leisure will 
perhaps subject the result of their deliberations to the charge 
of lameness and imperfection; nevertheless, they present it, 
such as it is, with the persuasion that mere verbal inaccuracies 
under the circumstances of the case, wil] not be cast into the 
scale against it. Your committee have come unanimously to 
this one conclusion, if no other, that the period has at length 
arrived when the state of Mississippi should feel it her duty as 
well as her true interest, to assume that station and rank amongst 
the numberless communities throughout the civilized world, 
which at this moment are contending for honorable precedence 
in the: great cause of Internal Improvement. The state of 
Mississippi, by its happy location, between the two extremes 
of heat and cold, may be said to be the most favorable portion 
of the United States. We witness, wherever we go, and upon 
every road we travel, in the strong tide of emigration which is 
setting in upon us from every point of the compass, the strongest 
evidence of our flourishing condition, and of our unexampled 
prosperity. Admitting this view of the subject to be correct, 
we are ata loss to conceive why the state of Mississippi should 
sit with arms folded upon the treasure which nature has poured 
into her lap, even to overflowing; or rather we would say, we 
have wondcred, that long ere this, she has not arisen in her 
strength, and shaken off the lethargy which has so long eppres- 
sed her. Her destiny as a state, and more particularly as a 
community produciug the great staple which is the source of 
of our prosperity, is written upon the map of her territory in 
language that cannot be misconstrued. She possesses capabi- 
lities that require nothing but a small portion of her immense 
resources, to be improved to an extent almost unknown in the 
annals of Internal Improvement. Let her therefore arise and 
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put forth her strength, and all that we desire as an agricultural 
and commercial people, is accomplished. Let her will it, and 
it is done. a 

Your committee could present other, and equally interesting 
views of this subject, all going to show its legitimate connexion 
with other branches of sound political economy, for an exam- 
ple, with the cause of morals and general education, and in. 
short, with The advancement of every interest, physical and in- 
tellectual which is dear to us as a people; but we forbear doing 
this, from various considerations, the principal of which is, that 
we would fain believe, that not one individual of your body, 
entertains a single idea dissentient from those we have ven- 
tured to express. Tourge them, therefore, further, upon your 
consideration, might be viewed by you as obtrusive, and a la- 
bor of supererogation. 

Your Committee having reason to believe that the Legisla- 
ture now in session at this place, are at this moment in action 
upon this subject, confess, that they have much to hope for, 
from that source, and look forward with anxious solicitude, to 
the result of their deliberations. We view this body as occu- 
pying, at this particular juncture, a more important position 
than any previous Legislature has occupied. We confidently , 
hope that the policy they will adopt and carry into effect, in | 
connection with this great interest, will be such, as shall at a 
future day, entitle them to the proud distinction of fathers and í 
benefactors of their country. Your committee, upon mature 
reflection, have deemed it unadvisable to put upon paper any 
thing, which by the remotest possibility, might be construed 
into a disposition on their part, to infringe upon the undoubted 
right of that honorable body to originate and mature all such 
measures as they think are called for by the state of their con- 
stituents, of their own free will and accord, believing that, in 
their wisdom, they will do what is right and proper in the pre- 
mises. Your committee will therefore conclude this report 
with several resolutions, upon which a majority of our body 
were found to agree. In the first place, we recommend that 
the charter of 1831, incorporating the existing company en- 
titled the “Clinton and Vicksburg Rail Road company,” be so 
amended that the rail road shall be extended from Clinton to 
Jackson, the seat of government. Secondly, that the company | 
be invested with power, after the completion of the road to 
this place, both to extend it, as well as to make such lateral 
roads as they may deem expedient, and beneficial to the coun- 
try; and thirdly, that for the purpose of carrying into effect 
the objects contemplated in the charter of said rail road com- 
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pany, we recommend to the Legislature to grant to the- said 
company banking facilities, on such terms as may’ be.deemed 
best calculated to promote the interests of the same, and.at 
the same time to hasten the completion of the rail road, and 
lastly, with these objects in view, your committee are of opinion, 
that the capital stock of said company should be increased to 
such an amount as may, in their sound discretion, be thought 
adequate to the purposes above mentioned; all of which is 
respectfully submitted for your consideration.

The Senate have passed the bill from the House of Repre- 
sentatives entitled “An act authorizing the holding a special 
term of the Circuit Court of Copiah county;”

Mr. SreaKker:— 

The committee to whom was referred so much of the Govern- 
or’s message as relates to the subject of education, have had 
the same under consideration, and have instructed me to re- 

ort :— 

That owing to the variety and importance of other subjects 

of legislation which have necéssarily engaged their attention 

and divided their time, they have not been enabled to bestow 

upon this subject that candid consideration, serious contempla- 
Y 
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tion, and impartial investigation which this all important sub- 
ject so loudly calls for and imperiously demands at the hands 
of the legislature. 

A good, wise and well regulated system of education is cer- 
tainly an object of paramount importance to a people born to 
be free and determined to be independent; and in the language 
of the wise framers of our present democratic constitution, 
your committee believe that “religion, morality and knowledge” 
are “necessary to good government, the preservation of liberty 
and the happiness of mankind,” and should be forever encou- 
raged. Your committee are aware that this subject has en- 
gaged the attention of many patriots, sages and philosophers; 
that many books and treatises have been written and published 
on this subject; yet states and communities have been divided 
in their opinions as to which of the several school systems are 
most agreeable and best suited to their several conditions, situ- 
ations, and circumstances. And that the several states forming 
this great republic have adopted different schemes of education, 
and thatin all of them certain amendments and alterations 
have from time to time been found necessary and expedient, 
and that it would be impossible for your committee at this time 
to suggest any plan so perfect as not to admit of serious objec- 
tions in some particular. The increasing resources of the 
country, the late acquisition of territory, and the consequent 
influx of population, seem to be sufficient guarantees to the 
state to justify her in adopting the free school system; a system 
adopted and acted upon by several of our sister states; and 
that without adopting some plan by which children can be edu- 
cated “without money and without price,” the inevitable con- 
sequence must be to many, ignorance and misery. Not to place 
the means of education within the reach of all, is to deprive 
many of its benefits; and that so long as any expense is at- 
tached to or liable to be incurred by some, so long will they 
refuse to send their children to school, and thereby deprive 
their own offspring, relatives and friends, of the advantages, 
the benefits, and the blessings, which education alone can bes- 
tow. 

Your committee are however aware that at this time the 
whole amount of the school funds are not available, that many 
of the 16 sections, (and which are intended to support town- 
shipschools) have not as yet been leased, as was authorized by an 
act of the last session of the legislature, nor have the proceeds 
of such of themas have been leased, been made available; nor 
ean any part of such proceeds, according to the act above al- 
luded to, become useful to the people before about January, 
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1835; and that the thirty six sections of land donated to this 
state by the general government, and designated “Seminary 
lands,” having been so recently disposed of, the funds or any 
part of them arising from that source, will not be available 
according to the existing law on that subject, before the expi- 
ration of twelve months, at about which time the first instal- 
ments of the bonds of the purchasers of said lands, will become 
due; and taking into consideration the very large amount for 
which said seminary lands sold, and the anticipated punctuality 
of the payments, particularly of the first instalments, a suffi- 
cient sum will have been eollected and placed at the disposal 
of the legislature at its next session, to justify it in establish- 
ing such schools, academies and seminaries of learning as it 
may in its wisdom deem meet and proper. Your committee 
would further suggest that the interest accruing on the divi- 
dends of the literary fund which was allowed to each of the 
several counties at the last session of the legislature, added to 
such other resources as may be developed by that time, to- 
gether with those above alluded to, and subject to the action of 
the legislature at its next session, will be amply sufficient to 
establish a free school in every township in the state, where it 
may be deemed necessary or expedient to locate one, and to 
establish an academy at the seat of justice in every county, 
as well as to provide for the location of a respectable college 
or state seminary at or near the seat of government. 

Entertaining these views, I am instructed to report to this 
House, that in the opinion of your committee it is inexpedient 
to legislate further on this subject at this time.

The Select Committee to whem was referred so much of the 
Governor’s Message as relates to the Penitentiary System 
have had the same under consideration, and beg leave te 
report:— 

That they fully accord with the sentiments of the Message, 
as to the necessity of adopting a system of penal enactments, 
more suitable than the present, to the spirit of the times, and 
more efficient in the suppression of crime. The vicious are te 
be deterred from the violation ef the law, not by the severi- 
ties which they threaten, but by the adequate and certain pen- 
alties which they inflict. The existing system, in relation te 

‘alarge class of capital cases, exacts more than the humanity 
of juries will allow, and the culprit, though nominally doomed 
ito death, most usually escapes punishment altogether. 

Your committee are not apprized of any mode of punisk- 
iment, which will answer the ends of public justice,as to these 
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cases, as wel] as Penitentiary confinement. On the other 
hand, numerous crimes would be more properly treated by con- 
finement, which are now punished by whipping, pillory, &c.— 
These modes of punishment, inflicting disgrace rather than bo- 
dily suffering, are in no wise calculated to correct those, who, 
being guilty of the most ignomiuious crimes, cannot be sensi- 
live to shame and disgrace; and however it might have been 
in former times, and amongst a people less commercial, or who 
had fewer facilities to change the scenes of their villany, than 
ours—the community cannot now be much protected against 
future outrage, by such public exhibitions of disgraced persons, 
In other places, the criminal, with no sense of character, & no 
fear of additional disgrace, perpetrates again the same crimes 
for which he had previously suffered so inadequately. The com- 
munity should be protected against his farther invasions, and 
his mind be allowed time at least, to become accessible to the 
power of conscience. 

In all such cases, the moral effect of the existing system is 
unfavorable, both upon offenders and npon the community. 
To avoid these obvious evils, upon which your committee do 
not now deem it proper to enlarge, is a pressing duty—one 
which in their opinion, cannot be delayed without serious pub- 
lic injury. l 
. The Penitentiary plan, has, for this purpose, recommended 
itself throughout the Union, and its value has been tested by 
frequent and favorable experiments. Nearly all of our sister 
States have it in practice, and it may be said to be an indis- 
pensable part of a wise and efliceint criminal system. These 
views seem to be universally sanctioned, and in accordance with 
them, a resolution passed the Legislature of this State in 1831, 
directing the appointment of commissioners “to propose a plan 
for a Penitentiary suited to the wants of the State, accompa- 
nied by an estimate of the probable expense of constructing 
the same.” —Public sentiment is as urgent as ever in demand- 
ing further progress in the work thus commenced. 

The commissioners appointed in pursuance of the resolution 
above referred to, have made a report a copy of which, your 
committee append to this report, from which it appears, that 
a Penitentiary suited to the wants of the State can be con- 
structed at an expense (according to the estimate of the com- 
missioners) not exceeding twenty-three thousand dollars. To 
a work ofsuch vast importance. this amount of expense cannot 
be an obstacle; yet it may be useful to say that an amount of 
annual expense would be saved to the State by the institution, 
which ina few years would defray the cost ofits erection. 
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By the report of the commissioners above referred to, it ap- 
pears, that the expense of sustaining criminals in jails, after 
conviction, together with the fines, costs, and jailors’ fees, 
for sustenance, and of insolvent convicts, is estimated to have 
amounted, in the year 1831 and 1832, to the sum of $21,732, 
or annually to $10,866, and it is to be anticipated from the in- 
erease of population in this State, that these with other ex- 
penses will rapidly enlarge within'a few years. In addition 
to the saving of expenses now necessarily borne by the 
State in the administration of the present system of criminal 
laws, we are authorized by the experience of other State, to 
expect. the Penitentiary, under judicious management, will 
yield a revenue to the State. 

In this view its location becomes most important. Although 
the expenses of the contemplated building will be much less 
at a point where navigation brings the materials to the 
spot at a cheaper rate, yet the consideration of a diminished 
cost of the building is of far less consequence than the advan- 
tage, of a location in regard to the cheapness and abundance’ 
of the materials wrought by the convicts, and the readiness 
with which they may be transported, or sold at good prices. 

The report of the commissioners estimates, that for five years 
there wili be an average number of seventy or eighty convicts 
in the Penitentiary. 

Those, to be employed profitably to the State, must have a 
good position for purchasing the raw material, and for vending 
the product of their labors, without heavy charges for transpor- 
tation ofthe material or fabric. These considerations, togeth- 
er with others which will readily suggest themselves, have 
recommended to the committee the selection (made by the 
commissioners) of the town or neighborhood of Vicksburg, as 
a suitable site for the contemplated building. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

To the Senate and House of Representatives. 

I have the honor to transmit to the Legislature, in file marked 
A., the communication of a committee of a rail road conven- 
tion, held at Bolivar, Tennessee, on the 12th day of October 
last, accompanied with a journal of their proceedings, and an 
address to the Legislature. 

J also transmit a communication, marked B., from the Secre- 
tary of State, shewing the impracticability of his arranging 
properly the affairs of that office, without additionalroom. In 
accordance to his views, I would respectfully suggest the ex- 
pediency of an appropriation” for the purpose of erecting a 
State library, for the preservation and safe keeping of the books, 
maps and records of the State; without which, system and 
order cannot be preserved in that department, 

Some doubts having arisen in my mind as to the propriety 
of issuing commissions to members of the Boards of Police of 
the respective counties, by virtue of elections held in accord- 
ance to the provisions of chapter 1, section 2, of the acts. of 
the last session of the Legislature, I was induced to take the 
opinion of the Attorney General in relation thereto, which I 
herewith transmit in file marked C. The constitution of the 
State, article 4, chapter 20, provides that “the qualified elec- 
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tors of each county shall elect five persons, for the term of two 
years, who shall constitute a Board of Police,” &c.; when, by 
reference to the above recited statute, it will be seen that the 
election is taken from the county and conferred on the police 
districts. The question here arises, whether an election had 
by a part of the qualified voters of a county, to the exclusion 
of many others, is or can be, under the constitution, a legal 
election. : 

A memorial has been received at this department, signed by 
sundry citizens of this State and Alabama, praying Congress 
for the passage of a law granting to actual settlers on public 
lands pre-emption rights; and presuming that it was forwarded 
for the purpose of inviting the attention of the Legislature to 
that subject, I know of no more efficient mode of doing so 
than by transmitting the memorial to your honorable body, 
which will be found in file marked E. Of the soundness of 
the policy, I entertain no doubt—experience has taught us 
that the excess for which the public lands are sold over and 
above the minimum valuation, more frequently is transferred 
from the pockets of the poor settler to the pockets of the 
wealthy speculator than into the coffers of the United States. 
I would, therefore, for the protection of our own citizens against 
foreign speculators, respectfully recommend the adoption of a 
memorial to that effect by your honorable body. All of which 
is respectfully submitted.

Jackson, December 23, 1833. 
Lo the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I have the honor to transmit to the legislature the very able 
report of Lieut. Guion, shewing the practicability, utility and 
expense of improving the “Yazoo Pass.” On this subject I 
need add nothing: -the report is clear and perspicuous, and 
none can.fail to see the immense advantage which must accrue 
to the state from this improvement, and which may’ be accom- 
plished for the comparative trifle of $5,196, as reported; im 
which the most implicit reliance may be placed. Lieut. Guion 
has been detailed from the United States corps of Engineers 
for this service, in accordance with a memorial of the Legis- 
lature of this State,of the 16th December, 1830. 

lt may be well to call your attention to this subject, that an 
expressiop may be had as to the propriety of further requisition 
on the services of that officer. The Executive will not feel 
authorized to act further on the subject without authority from 
the representatives of the people.

the legislature will desire to have it brought before them sooner 
than the other matters which have engaged my attention. 

I shall complete my report upon the survey from Pearl river 
to Manchester without delay, and hope to have it ready before 
the endof the month. The drawings illustrative of these two 
surveys, though chiefly done, I shall not be able to furnish be- 
fore a later period. i

To His Excellency H. G. RUNNELS, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 

Sir—In consequence of certain measures taken by the au- 
thorities of this state to obtain of the United States an Engi- 
nçer to survey the Yazoo Pass, and to report upon the practica- 
bility and expense of removing the obstructions to its navigation, 
and for other purposes, I was detailed by an order of the War 
Department, some time last spring, to gratify their wishes, and 
accordingly reported myself, and the purposes of my visit, first 
io Governor Scott, and after his death, to Gov. Lynch, from the 
latter of whom I received the funds necessary to the execution 
of this duty. But owing to the obvious necessity for making 
my examination of the Pass at extreme low water, and to the 
imminent risk of life, to one so recently from a more northern 
climate, that would have attended the exploration of this sickly 
region before the occurrence of frost, I did not begin the survey 
of it before the 12th November. The result of my labors in 
the discharge of this duty, I have now the honor to submit to 
your consideration. 

The Yazoo Pass, as it is called, is a natural connexion be- 
tween the Mississippi river and the Cold Water, one of the 
tributaries of the Yazoo river, beginning at a point on the for- 
mer about 10 miles below the town of Helena, and is formed 
by two bayous or deep natural canals, and a large lake lying 
intermediate. Situated in the midst of a savage wilderness, I 
believe little more was known of it until within a very few 
years past) than that it was once the resort of robbers, to 
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whom it afforded an easy egress from their lairs inthe swamps to 
the scenes of their depredations: but altho’ we are left to con- 
jecture for the history of its formation, there is abundant evi- 
dence in the features of its locality, to justify us in referring it 
ito one of those great changes which the Mississippi is work- 
ing before us every day. The lake alluded to above, com- 
iey called the Yazoo lake, which is but little more than 
! three miles from the Mississippi, by the course of the first or 
i western bayou, stretches around from the point of their con- 
| nection, in the form of a horse shoe, upwards of thirty miles, 
land terminates at a point, as I am told, not more than two 
| miles from the other extremity; and its uniform width, great 
; depth, and the aspect of its banks, as well as those of the bayou 
: that unite it with the river, prove almost conclusively, that itis 
1 a fragment of the great body of the Mississippi, lopped off by 
4 this most wayward but powerful of nature’s creations. On the 
| other hand, the second or eastern bayou, seems to owe its con- 

nexion with the Mississippi, ta the same unsteadiness of course; 
for the direction of Phillips’ bayou, a stream running into the 
| lake from its northern or concave side, the position of an ex- 
| tensive sand bar on the opposite side, continuing with a width 
| varying from one half to one mile, toa point below the mouth 
| of the eastern bayou, and the indications presented by the 
| banks of the latter, excite a strong belief, that it was once but 
i 
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' a continuation of the former to the Cold Water, and that the 
: space of ground that separated it from the river, in the en- 
; croachments of the latter upon its northern bank, was finally 


, swallowed up. Thus has been formed a duct which serves to 
' discharge alike the superabundant waters of the Mississippi or 
` of the Cold Water, as the one or the other is swollen by fresh- 


ets, and which seems destined to become an important acces- 
sary to commerce, and a powerful agent in converting a large 
and fertile region of country from rudeness to civilization. 

The entire distance from the Mississippi to the Cold Water, 
as ascertained by meandering the bayous and the southern 
side of tne lake, is a little more than 21 1-4 miles, of which 
3 l-6 are from the former to the lake, and 14 from the lake to 
the latier. 

Through the channel of the western bayou, the lake dis- 
charges a considerable stream at all seasons of the year, which 
runs, where logs and the accumulation of mud about them, 
oppose obstacles to its course, with considerable velocity, but 
through the greater part of the way, almost imperceptibly.— 
The water, which during freshets is 200 feet wide, was at the 
time of my observation from 50 to 72 feet wide, and had 2 
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depth varying from 5 feet to I, as the current was less or mop 
swift. The course of the channel is remarkably straight, an 
the onlv obstacles it presents to navigation in high water, are, 
few willows and other small treés leaning from the banks ove 
he stream, that there contract the passage. During the flog 

a the Mississippi, the water forced through this narrow chap 

el, runs with considerable swiftness until it reaches the lake 
where, being expanded over a wide surface, its velocity is sud 
denly checked, and the muddy particles, deprived of the suppor 
they derived from the current, fall by their gravity to the bot 
tom; and when the flood subsides, show themselves in exten. 
sive bars in and about the mouth of the bayou. The retiring 
water, unable to force them away, is thus obliged to run ina 
shallow and rapid stream inadequate for navigation. Thu 
also, the upper surface of the lake is left higher than it wa 
before, and by a succession of these formations, it may be sup. 
posed to have attained its present superior elevation above the 
Mississippi. Indeed, so great is this deposite, that I am told 
300 yards of the lake disappear annually, giving us reason to 
believe, that in time the whole will be reduced to a narrow 
bayou. At the time of my observation, however, it was a fine 
sheet of water, having a nearly uniform width of a half mile, 
and a depth increasing from one foot at the efflux of the first 
bayou, to 10 feet in the first mile, and very rapidly afterwards 
to more than 36 feet, which it retains to the entrance of the 
eastern bayou. This latter channel discharges no water from 
the lake in the dry season, and is then, in truth, nothing more 
than a succession of pools of various depths from L to 10 feet, 
separated by bars of mud and sand for the first seven miles; 
but beyond this there is a slight current to the Cold Water, 
supplied from numerous springs and the drainings of adjacent 
lakes. Itis neither so wide nor so straight as the first or wes- - 
tern bayou, but the only obstacles to its navigation by flats or 
steamhoats of feet length in time of flood, are-standing 
and fallen trees. The former are happily but few in number, 
as they occupy generally the middle of the channel, and cause 
the accumulation of driftwood, but the latter are very numer- 
ous, the greater part having fallen from the banks, as the earth 
at their basis was crumbled away by the attrition of the waters. 
The removal of these obstructions I believe can be effected 
without much difficulty, by cutting close the standing trees 
during the season of low water, which is in the months of Sep- 
tember, October and November, sawing them, as well as the 
fallen ones, into convenient lengths, and as the waters rise, by 
.oating them out to the sides, where they may be secured so as 
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to prevent their return, when they cannot be burned in the 
channel. And the improvement will be rendered effectual and 
lasting, by removing every object that might arrest floating 
timber,and by cutting away those trees that are impending over 
the stream and may be expected to fall intoit. But if this 
work be attempted, I would advise that it be done slowly, or 
in more than one season, lest the waters should rise faster than 
the timber could be floated out, and the logs be thrown into 
masses more injurious to navigation, and more difficult to re- 
move than before. 

It will be observed, that I have, in the foregoing remarks, 
alluded only to improvements which would make the naviga- 
tion of the Pass easy during high water. The attempt to ren- 
der it so when the rivers. were at their lowest stage, I was con 
vinced would be attended with so much expense, and such un- 
certainty in the result, that my examinations were made solely 
with a view to the first object: consequently, I took no levels 
but I am told by those familiar with the locality, that the lake 
is about 10 feet higher than the Mississippi at extreme low 
water. Thus would arise the necessity for considerable exca- 
vation; and when it was effected, the same causes that are now 
producing the filling up of the lake, would continue to operate, 
and would necessitate an annual repetition of the same labor. 
Besides, the work that would accomplish the first named object, 
would be a necessary preparation for the Fast; and when that 
had proved successful, the State would be better able to judge 
ef the propriety of attempting this. Moreover, as the waters 
are high during three quarters of the year, it seemed to me 
that ample opportunity would be afforded, by this navigation, 
te the interior country to supply all its material wants. Fi- 
nally, owing to the difficulty that would have attended the run- 
ning of a line of levels from the Mississippi to the Cold-Water, 
and the time it would have consumed, I thought it wiser to de- 
fer a work that would probably only end in proving, that the 
Cold-Water was the higher, and consequently, that to bring 
the intermediate ground to their level, would be an injury, rath- 
er than a good, in drawing away water from a stream which 
affords already an insufficient supply for the demands of a good 
navigation. 

As the result of my labors, I give you the following estimate, 
which I offer with some diffidence, on account of the difficulty 
of collecting data for an exact calculation of such a work.— 
The calculations are based upon the following assumptions, 
derived from persons all their lives familiar wilh such work, and 
from my own observation: namely, that a man can cut down 
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and into four pieces four “tiers” of logs in one day, and may 
“float,” where there is no eounter current, ten logs one mile in 
the same time; that the “float” will be in this case an average 
distance of one quarter of a mile, and that.the cost of cutting 
the tops and branches of such trees as are alive, will be equal 
to that of cutting the trunks: and finally, that the cost of labor 
would be $25 per month of 26 working days. Beginning then 
at the Mississippi, we have—

Thus, having brought my observations to the termination of 
the Pass, I have fulfilled my instructions to their legitimate ex- 
tent; but, as it may not be irrelevant or improper, I shall pro- 
ceed to give my remarks upon the streams leading from this 
point to the Mississippi. ; 

The Cold Water, which was, at the time of my vistit, I be- 
lieve at its lowest stage, is a fine smooth stream, and at the 
debouche of the Pass, was then 120 feet wide. It ranon with 
a gentle current, and a depth generally more than six and 
never less than three feet, for about ten miles, when a gravel 
bar reduced the depth to 1-5 feet, and created a very strong 
current. Pursuing its course for about 45 miles from this 
point, there was no where less than 3 feet water; but the next 
Id miles to its junction with the Tallahatcha, there are a good 
many sand bars, over which there were no more than 2-5 and 
even 2 feet water. From the junction of the Pass with it, 
there are within the first 25 miles of this river a great many 
fallen trees, lying in its bed generally traversing the stream, 
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shich, to say the least, would render its navigation by large 
toats dangerous in low and difficult in high water, but in the 
emaining 49 miles there are no material impediments in the 
vay of its navigation in time of flood. 

From the mouth of the Cold Water, the Tallahatcha flows 
on sluggishly about 150 miles, and by its union with the Yal- 
lo Busha forms the Yazoo. It isa fine broad stream, for the 
most part free from obstructions, and no where presenting ob- 
stacles sufficiently great to prevent the passage of boats in 
high water. Indeed, a trifling amount of money, by a judi- 
cious expenditure, wouldin my opinion renderit navigable at all 
seasons, as I found init no where less than three feet water. In 
fine, I believe the entire distance from the mouth of the Pass 
io the Yazoo, could be made free and commodious for the pas- 
sage of boats when the waters are high, by the-expenditure of 
$2,000; a trifle in comparison with the results to which it 
would tend. . i l 

The length of the Yazoo I estimate at about 259 miles, of 
which 140 are from the head to ManeheSter, and LO from 
this town to the Mississippi. It has already been navigated 
by small steam boats, throughout its entire length and at all 
seasons of the year; thus affording us the pleasing assurance 
that, by effecting the improvements previovsly alluded to, a 
region rich, extensive and destined soon to beceme one of the 
most important in the:State, may enjoy, for three fourths of the 
year, all the benefits of a ready transmission of its own pro- 
ducts and the easy and cheap aquisition of those of the other 
States, which the Mississippi confers upon the occupants of its 
banks. However, your Excellency isso well acquainted with 
the important bearing which the improvement has upon the 
interests of the State, that I forbear to enumerate all its advan- 
tages: but I cannot conclude without expressing the lively 
hope, that a work calculated to promote the welfare of our 
sister communities and io advance the prosperity of our owr
